During  the  year  the  question  of  Public  Mortuary . provision  was 
considered.  In  view  of  the  offer  of  the  Caernarvonshire  and  Anglesey 
Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  of  the  lack  of  suitable  hot  water 
provision  at  the  Maeshyfryd  Gcmetry,  the  Council  resolved  to  accept 
the  hospital  mortuary  services  on  th.o  terms  suggosted  by  tho 
Mana g ement  C ommi 1 1 e o • 

In  February  a Ministry  of  Health  Medical  Insp<octor  (Dr,  H.M# 

Elliott)  visited  this  Fiparian  Author it.3^  in  order  to  inspect  the 
port  health  facilities ■ and  to  meet  and  discuss  matters  with  tho 
Authority  end  its  Officors.  In  May  an  In-^pcctor  of  the  Food  Hygioltie 
Division  of  tho  Ministry  of  Food  (Mr#  Morloy  Parry)  visited  Holyhead 
in  connection  ^dth  the  arrangements  in  force  for  tho  execution  and 
enforcomont  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  193^  to  1950. 
including  the  Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations.  In  a report 
made  subsequent  to  this  visit  the  view  was  expressed  that  with  tho 
stadf  available  there  was  no  likolihood  of  the  law  rolating  to  tho 
inspection  of  food  boing  adequately  enforced.  This  v±Q\\r  was  emphasised 
by  a communication  received  in  November  from  tho  Welsh  Office  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health#  From  tho  figures  contained  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector' s report  it  vdll  be  soon  that  nob  evon  the  ro-housihg  progress 
of  1951  hns  been  maintainod,  in  spite  of  the  large  housing  lAniting  list* 
It  v/ould  appear  that  the  respective  yearly  rehousing  figures 'are  /O 
and  only  14#  Judging  by  my  own  obso?:vations , by  the  sanitary 
inspector's  answering  reports  made  to  me*  and  by  the  continuous  flow 
of  letters  received  from  teno.nts  and  subtenants,  there  can  be  no 
possible  refuting  tho  belief  that  a major  .housing  problem  exists  in 
your  District.  It  can  bo  no  comfort  to  tho  squalidly  hoacod  mother 
of  SGVoral  children  to  be  roninded  that  "things  arc  as  bad,  or  worse, 
elsewhere" * 

Only  too  frequently  have  newly  married  couples  to  live  with  "in- 
laws". This  can  load  to  an  intolerable  situation  even  \\rhcre  housing 
conditions  are  good,  where  accomodation  is  bad,  as  is  so  often  the 
case,  problems  arise  whoso  social  soquolae  may  have  permanent  offects 
not  only  upon  the  adults  but  also  upon  the  children.  0\r±nr  to  over- 
crowding thosG  children  become  "in  tho  ^-ray"  or  roam  the  streets  on 
their  ov/n' volition,  with  the  result  that  they  have  none  of  their 
rightful  homelife  during  the  most  formative  period  of  their  lives. 

They  early  become  v/arped  and  drift  towards  early  juvenile  delinquency 
and  later  in  years  towards  more  serious  consoquonccs. 

It  is  suggested  that  unless  this  question  of  an  adequate  rehousing 
progr oxime  is  tackled  at  once  - the  social  (apart  from  clinical) 
conscquoncGS  that  may  arise  in  a few  years  tine  may  well  prove  very 
unpleasant  .for  tho  community  as  a whole.  In  last  year's  Annual  Report 
a reference  was  made  to  the  "pormissivo"  section  57  of  tho  I936 
Housing  Act  when  it  was  pointed  out  that  no  Minister  of  Housing  had, 
so  far,  actioned  that  section  into  a diroctivo.  for  the  simple  reason 
that  Gxceodingly  few,  if  any,  Housing  Authoritios,  would  have  staff 
adequate  enough  to  conduct  the  effective  housing  survey  referred  to. 

Such  a survey  conducted  in  this  toini  would  bo  bound  to  be,  - at  least  - 
"revealing".

It  was  not  necessary  during  the  year  to  make 
application  for  a Court  Order  under  Section  47  of  the  Act 
for  the  removal  to  other  accommodation  of  any  person  physically 
incapacitated  and  living  in  insanitary  conditions. 

One  application  was  received  for  burial  of  the  dead 
under  Section  50  of  the  Act,.  The  burial  was.  undertaken  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  in  accordance  with  the  Council* s instruction, 
utilizing  direct  labour  for  the  purpose.  ' The  wishes  of  the 
family  were  respected,  and  the  burial  was  not,  therefore,  the 
cheapest  possible  under  the _ circumstances > but  the  full  cost 
was  finally  borne  by  the  deceased's  estate. 


Camping  Sites  and  Caravans . 

No  direct  action  was  necessary  respecting  camping 
sites  and  caravans,  but  the  Sanitary  Inspector  acted  in  concert 
with  the  County  Planning  Officer  regarding  trailer  caravans  on 
four  sites. 


Public  Conveniences. 

There  are  seven  male  and  three  female  sanitary 
convenionces  and  the  obvious  deficiencies  of  some  of  them 
have  been  previously  coirimented  upon.  The  provision  of  a 
modern  Public  Convenience  at  Swift  Square  was  first  mooted  in 
1949  ond  the  Council  formally  agreed  to  the  project  in  May  1951 
but  difficulties,  latterly  of  a legal  nature,  are  delaying  the 
scheme . 


Smoke  Abatement . 


No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  respecting 
six  chimneys  that  could  create  smoke  nuisance  in  the  area,  and 
some  are  only  used  occasionally. 

Factories . 


The  Sanitary  Inspector  made  eight  visits  to  seven 
premises  during  the  year.  The  Factories  Register  is  in  need 
of  revision  and  it  was  not  found  possible  to  give  any  routine 
attention  to  this  matter.

:he  end  of  the ’year.  had  been  reached  in  the  matter  at 
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Refuse  tipping  i/^as  continued  ct  the  Recreation 
Ground  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  and  no  complaint 
was  received  during  the  football  season.  Hundreds  of. people 
enjoying  watching  a football  match  on  a. controlled  refuse  tip 
in  doily  use  illustrated  very  aptly  the  progress  that  has  been 
made  in  hygienic  refuse  disposal  methods.  Routine  rot  control 
measures  were  carried  out  at  both  tips  with  satisfactory  results. 

An  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made  to  discourage  the 
leaving  of  dust-bins  without  lids  at  the  kerb-side  whilst 
awaiting  collection.  This  improvement  con  only  be  reasonably 
enforced  when  all  premises  hove  standard  type  bins  and  a 
sufficient  stock  is  held  for  replocoms’nt  of  defective  bins. 

The  number  of  houses  serviced  each  week  for  night 
soil  collection  was  reduced  by  one  during  the  year  to  97 • 

The  income  from  salvage  sales  was  as  followss-

...There  was  a decrease  of  some  27tons  in  the  amount 
of  waste  paper  collected,  this  being  partly  due  to  the  Mills 
being  unable  to  cope  with  the  material  due  to  market  fluctuation 
which  resulted  in  a reduction  of  about  £8  per  ton  in  the  price 
of  the  commodity.  The  Salvage  Depot  was  transferred  during  the 
year  from  Baptist  Tee.  to  Brynymor,  Turkey  Shore, 


Dust  Bin  Service . 

Two  hundred  non-galvanised  dust  bins^  the  only 
type  available  due  to  Government  restrictions  were  issued  to 
holders  during  the  year  and  charged  to  the  General  Rate  Fund. 
The  comment  in  the  1951  Repo.rt  regarding  the  shorter  life  of 
non-galvanised  bins  is  repeated.

The  water  supply  to  four  of  the  above  houses  was  cut 
off  by  the  County  Council  for  non-payment  of  water  charges  under 
section  38,  Water  Act,  1945 » who  notified  the  Local  Sanitary 
Authority  in  accordance  with  the  Act  but  little  positive  action 
was  possible,  and  the  supply  was  eventually  restored  in  each  case. 


Twelve  houses,  previously  dependant  on  one  common 
external  tap  were  provided  with  internal  water  tops  over  sinks 
in  the  scullerieo  and  48  visits  were  mode  for  this  purpose. 
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The  County  Woter  Deportment  took  48  samples  of  wotor 
from  22  premises  for  bocteriolop^icol  erominotion  o.fc  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Convja.y,  and  all  were  reported  as  being  in 
the  Highly  Sarisfactory  class.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  also 
took  3’^samples  in  the  course  of  his  investigation  into  deficient 
water  services  and  these  were  also  in  the  Highly  Satisfactory 
Class.  One  sample  was  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and 
favourably  reported  upon.  The  results  of  examination  are 
consistently  satisfactory  and  indicate  a water  supply  free 
from  undesirable  bacterial  p)ollu.tion  and  of  sound  chemical 
composition. 


Householders  have  submitted  random  and  panic  complaints 
about  the  colour  and  sediment  at  particular  times  when  water  was 
drawn  from  the  cold  water  tap.  The  discolouration  and  sediment 
is  generally  due  to  iron  and  manganese  in  suspension.  These 
substances  are  not  considered  harmful  but  they  are  obviously 
objectionable  and  cause  unnecessary  apprehension.  It  is  the 
practice  of  the  Water  Department  to  flush  out  the  mains  in  these 
instances,  in  an  effort  to  eliminate  the  "Suspended  matter.

Repairs  were  secured  at  nine  houses  by  means  of 
Statutory  Wotices  under  the  Public  Health  i^ct  1936  and  at  one 
house  by  means  of  Statutory  Notice  under  the  Housing  i\ct,  1936-49. 


Action  under  sections  11  and  12,  Housing  Act  1936-49 
resulted  in  undertakings  being  accepted  respecting  the  non  use 
for  human  habitation  of  two  houses  and  Demolition  Ordex's  were 
served  respecting  another  two  houses. 


Clearance  of  Unf it  Housing  Accon'moda bion . 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  in  his  Report  to  Committee  in 
July  1950  said, 

"Basing  my  opinion  on  the  investigation  into  Housing  Applications, 
I suggest  that  the  time  is  opportune  for  you  to  consider  re-starting 
on  inspection  of  houses  for  declaration  of  Clearance  Orders  for 
submission  to  the  Etnister  of  Health.  I take  the  optimistic 
view  that  the  remainder  of  the  urgent  re-housing  cases  can  be 
accommodated  within  the  next  twelve  months," 

The  Council  considered  this  matter  over  a period  of 
months  and  finally  nn  informal  approach  was  made  to  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health  in  June  1951  with  discouraging  results. 

At  the  Sanitary  I.i.spectors  Association  Conference  held 
this  year  in  September,  one  of  the  Conference  Resolutions  urged 
H.M.  Government  to  inaugurate  a national  effort  to  abolish  the 
slums.  - 
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Later  the  same  month  at  the  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Association  of  Municipal  Corporcotions  the  Right  Hon,  Harold  _ 
Macmillan  M.P.,  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  said 
in  his  address y 

"Housing  is  a supreme  personal  and  human  question. 

A Christian  nation  is  a community  of  families,  and  it  is, 
ttherefore,  a supreme  national  problem  because  its  sum  and  basis 
are  the  family,  and  without  healthy  and  happy  families  a nation 
will  not  succeed,  Hver  since  the  war,  that  is,  for  six  or  seven 
years,  you  have  been  forced  to  build  subsidised  houses  to  meet 
ordinary  housing  needs.  Six  years  cf  war  and  seven  years  of 
shortage  have  made  it  necessary  for  you  to  concentrate  upon 
meeting  the  urgent  housing  needs  of  ordinary  people,  I think 
there  is  one  aspect  of  housing  upon  which  we  can  all  agre^.  It 
is  the  urgent  need  to  take  up  again  after  thirteen  years  what  was 
your  main  task  before  the  -^ar,  namely  the  problem  of  the  slums, 
and  the  re -development  of  slum  property.  The  unfit  houses  must 
go,  and  the  people  who  live  in  these  houses  must  be  re -housed, 
largely  upon  re-built  sites,  for  unless  this  is  done  we  may  find 
our  towns  with  attractive  housing  estates  upon  the  periphery,  but 
with  rotting  and  blighted  centres,  I do,  therefore,  venture  to 
ask  you  to  look  again  at  the  question  of  slum  clearance,  and  to 
consider  how  quickly  and  to  what  extent  you  can  make  some  contrib- 
ution to  the  clearing  and  re- development  of  the  sites*'. 

The  greatest  social  reform  is  good  housing.  Inadequate 
maintenance  moans  slow  death.  The  cost  of  repairs  is  now  200% 
above  the  1938  level,  whereas  the  position  with  rent  is  that  in 
1939>  11%  of  the  annual  income  was  spent  on  rent,  this  had  fallen 
to  7%  in  1952.  The  opinion  is  held  that  the  resumption  of  slum 
clearance  is  overdue,  even  token  action,  involving  half  a dozen 
houses  would  have  an  encouraging  effect  on  those  families  condemned 
to  live  hopelessly  in  grossly  sub-standard  properties.  It  would 
be  a practical  contribution  to  the  solution  of  the  housing  problem 
and  would  tend  to  keep  the  housi.^  programme  of  the  local  authority 
in  better  perspective  by  allocating  a fractional  percentage  of 
now  houses  to  families  living  in  slums.

The  London  Road  Housing  Scheme  was  completed  during  the 
year,  as  also  were  six  houses  at  ^orthyfelin  started  in  October  1931 
and  in  January  of  the  year  under  review  work  commenced  on  a further 
sixteen  houses  at  Ffordd  Tudor,  but  these  were  not  occupied  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  Taking  the  rate  of  completion  of  houses  as  an 
indication  of  progress,  scant  satisfaction  con  be  expressed  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  242  recorded  housing 
applications  as  compared  ^/ith  303  at  the  end  of  1951)  and  the  sanitary 
inspector  made  only  eight  inspections  into  the  housing  conditions  of 
applicants  as  compared  with  ninety  six  in  1951  which  was  a much 
heavier  year  duo  to  the  greater  number  of  council  houses  completed# 

It  is , felt  that  the  present  figure  more  accurately  represents  the 
number  of  live  applications  as  the  list  was  completely  revised  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  v;hen  the  duty  of  recording  applications  and 
their  presentation  to  committee,  was  transferred  from  the  sanitary 
inspector  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  No  snowball  increases  in  size 
at  a greater  speed  than  the  list  of  housing  applications,  and  it  would 
bo  an  excellent  thing  if  the  list  were  scrutinised,  say  every  three 
years,  so  as  to  make  it  a realistic  representation  of  the  housing  need 
in  the  district.

It  is  incredible  that  over  six  months  elapsed  between  the 
reporting  and  final  repair  of  a defective  drain  at  a nationalised 
establishment.  This  is  one  of  the  evils  of  remote  control  in  its 
most  exaggerated  form,  that  a job  involving  a couple  of  days'  work 
dragged  on  for  months  because  no  local  officer  could  take  decisive 
action* 


The  comments  made  last  year  respecting  the  unsatisfactory 
sanitary  accommodation  at  the  football  ground  and  at  St.  Mary's  Roman 
Catholic  School  are  repeated,  but  some  little  improvement  is  observed 
at  the  football  ground  which  indicates  that  the  mat  “ter  is  receiving 
attention. 


At  the  July  committee  meeting  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
presented  a report  on  the  conditions  arising  at  Llaingoch  and  Llainfain 
due  to  the  absence  of  drainage  facilities.  There  is  no  ready  economic 
solution  to  the  problem  involving  these  sub-standard  houses,  but  it 
must  be  emphasised  that  the  present  sanitary  state  of  the  area  detailed 
is  most  unsatisfactory  if  not  potentially  dangerous  when  compared  with 
the  rest  of  the  urban  district. 
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Licensed  Premises: 


The  sanitary  inspector  made  3^  visits  to  licensed  premises} 
and  in  accordojice  with  his  usual  practice,  as  required  in  a Ministry 
of  Health  directive  in  1920,  submitted  a report  in  February  to  the 
Annual  Licensing  Sessions  at  the  Magistrates*  Court  on  the  following 
number  -of  premises  licensed  by  the  Justices:-  . '

‘An  initial  attempt  was  made  to  direct  the  attention  of 
the  Justices  to  the  means  of  cleaning  beer  and  other  glasses  at 
licensed  promises.  Hot  ejid  cold  water  on  tap  should  be  available 
over  bar  sinks*  The  Institute  of  Brewing  has  been  researching  into 
the  use  of  bactericidal  and  other  detergents  as  sterilising  agents 
in  automatic  dispensers*  The  report  of  the  Government  Catering 
Trade  Working  Party  on  Hygiene  in  Catering  Establishments  states  that 
"satisfactory  sterilisation  of  glasses  can  be  obtained  by  the  use  of 
a single  tank  containing  water  and  a selected  quart-ernary  detergent, 
the  dosage  of  the  detergent  being  in  calculated  amount". 


Shop  Premises;  Food  and  Others 

There  are  some  185  premises  in  the  town  which  come  within 
the  scope  of  the  Shops  Act  1950  and  those  shops  dealing  in  edible 
commodities  are  also  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act  1938*  The  sanitary  inspector  made  155  visits  to  48  food  premises 
and  9 visits  to  7 non-food  promises.  The  food  promises  visits  i^ere 
generally  concerned  with  requests  to  examine  alleged  unsound  food  and 
no  routine  visitation  of  premises  was  found  possible  for  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Hero  is  another  illustration  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
positive  action  in  the  repair  of  a water  closet  attached  to  a food 
premises.  The  water  supply  to  the  accommodation  failed  due  to  the 
condition  of  the  water  service  pipe.  There  ^^^as  some  administrative 
mis- under  standing  botvjeen  the  owners  and  the  Water  Undertaking  v/ith 
the  result  that  at  the  end  of  the  year,  after  six  months  negotiation, 
the  job  was  still  outatanding.  The  shop  is  one  of  a chain  of  multiple 
stores  and  there  is  no  question  of  the  oxmers  attempting  to  evade  their 
responsibility,  indeed  there  was  complete  agreement  that  the  work  be 
done  from  the  very  outset. 

Some  packets  of  sponge  cake  mixture  were  found  infested  v/ith 
flour  mites,  and  examination  of  the  grocer’s  premises  revealed  that 
suitable  acrion  had  boon  taken  to  deal  v/ith  the  infestation.  A loaf 
of  bread  supplied  from  a local  bakehouse  v/as  found  to  contain  portions 
of  a cockroach.  Investigation  of  the  complaint  revealed  that  system- 
atic o.ction  was  being  taken  to  keep  the  infestation  of"'the  premises 
under  control,  and  the  contamination  in  this  particular  instance  v/as 
not  considered  duo  to  any  lack  of  regard  for  hygienic  principles  in 
food  premises. 

One  wot  fish  shop  v/as  prevailed  upon,  after  demonstration 
by  the  sanitary  inspector,  to  instal  a patented  sprayer  v/hich  dis- 
charges a fine  mist  of  v/ater  over  the  fish  on  the  slab  which  effect- 
ively repels  fly  invasion. 

In  August  1951  the  sale  and  delivery  of  wrapped  bread  was 
discussed  in  committee  in  some  detail  at  the  instigation  of  the 
Holyhead  Trades  Council.  There  is  no  statutory  method  of  enforcing 
the  v/rappihg  of  bread,  and  the  opinion  was  then  expressed  that*  the 
availability  of  wrapped  broad  in  any  locality  was  entirely  dependent 
on  business  enterprise  and  populat  demand- for  the  commodity. 

It  is.  pleasing  to  record  that  by  the  first  fev/  months,  of  . - ■ 
this  year,  three  local  bakers  had  installed- .electrically  operated 
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nr.chincs  for  slicins  and  wrapping  bread  in  iraxcd  paper,  and  a firm 
operating  from  outside  the  district  v;as  also  making  weekly  long 
distance  wholesale  deliveries  in  the  town* 

A passing  reference  is  made  to  the  address  of  Dr*  Charles 
Hill,  Parliamentary  Secretary  to t ho  Ministry  of  Food,  at  the  Annual 
•‘  Conference  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Association,  in  which 
attention  was  dram  to  the  Central  Government  Department's  concern 
that  the  necessary  precautions  and  care  were  taken  to  ensure  that 
all  food  was  wholesome  and  fit  for  human  consumption  regarding  its 
chemical  quality  and  bacterial  purity*  He  referred  to  the  increased 
notification  of  cases  of  food  poisoning  and  for  the  urgent  need  for 
higher  standards  of  human  conduct  in  the  handling  of  food*  The 
"sanitary  inspector  said  the  Minister  should  develop  as  a skilled 
adviser  preparing  the  public  for  advancement  in  Food  and  Drug 
legislation  - he  should  become  the  Educator  rather  than  the  Detective* 
Parliament  does  not  legislate  ahead  of  public  opinion*. 


Imported  Food; 

It  will  be  recollected  that  during  1951  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
found  it  impossible,  due  to  pressure  of  other  duties,  to  undertake 
any  of  his  proscribed  functions  under  the  Imported  Food  Regulations, 
and  this  state  of  affairs,  continued  in  1952  until  the  end  of 
October,  when  the  Council,  duo  to  intervention  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food,  issued  special  instructions  \rhich  resulted  in  sixty-two  control 
checks  being  made  into  ninety-nine  lendings  during  the  remaining 
eleven  weeks  of  the  year*  This  duty  alone  involved  the  working  of 
twenty-three  extra  hours  outside  the  normal  office  hours* 

The  ca.rgo  boats  dock  during  the  early  hours  of  the  morning  and 
the  method  adopted  was  to  scrutinise  the  ship’s  manifest,  make  such 
spotcheck  as  circumstances  would  allow,  and  notify  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  at  point  of  destination  of  the  transit  of  selected  perish- 
able foodstuffs.  This  method  shared  the  burden  of  inspection  and 
allowed  the  staff  in  the  consuming  area  to  make  such  detailed  exam- 
ination as  the  circumstances  and  the  nature  of  the  goods  indicated* 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  sent  101  notifications  of  goods  in  transit 
to  inland  authorities* 

There  is  a seasonal  fluctuation  in  the  nature  and  quantity 
of  the  traffic  and  the  following  list  of  foodstuffs  may  bo  taken  as 
typical  but  not  detailed  and  exhaustive s-

Food  Inspection; 

In  this  connection  again,  owing  to  the  intervention  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  special  instructions  were  issued  by  the  Council 
at  the  end  of  October,  which  for  the  eleven  remaining  w^'oeks  of  the 
year  involved  the  sanitary  inspector  in  i/orking  forty-five  extra 
hours  on  meat  inspection* 

During  the  year  26h  visits  wore  made  to  the  slaughterhouse
